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'The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  imit  of 
a  na;tion-vYide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  ihe  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  prograin  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  s'cmmary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governrrienta,!  agencies  for  agricultural  aata  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  coimties-     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  coimty  over  an  extended  period  of  cime.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  inform.a- 
tion  at  considerable  costo     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issuedo

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IO¥A  AGRICULTURAL  STAilSTICS  -  CALHOUN  COUUTY 

Callio-uji  County  was  originally  named  Jox  County,  but  in  1853  the  name 
was  chejiged  to  Caliaoun  in  honor  of  the  famous  South  Carolina  Senator,  John 
Calhoun,     1/    The  site  chosen  for  the  county- seat  was  about  four  miles  north 
of  the  present  location  of  Lake  City.     However,  this  wa.s  not  very  satisfactory 
and,  in  1856,   the  county-seat  was  moved  to  the  present  site  of  Lake  City,  2/ 

Eheneezer  Comstock  was  the  first  white  settler  in  the  county.     In  April, 
1854,  he  "built  his  cabin  in  the  grove  ^Ahere  Lake  City  has  since  been  built. 
His  nearest  trading  post  was  Des  Moines,   85  miles  away.     He  was  soon  joined 
by  three  other  families  from  Cass  County,  Michigan. 

One  of  the  first  treasurers  of  the  county  was  Charles  Amy,  and  by  his  in- 
tegrity and  good  management  he  kept  the  county's  warrants  at  par  -'^nd  no  debt 
was  incurred,  a  condition  very  rare  among  the  counties  of  northwestern  lovra.. 

The  main  line  of  the  Iowa  Falls  and  Sioux  City  Railroad  was  built  through 
the  county  in  1870.     The  towns  of  Manson  and  Pomeroy  were  built  along  this 
road.     It  is  now  known  as  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad, 

In  1876  the  county-seat  was  relocated  near  the  geographic  center  of  the 
county  and  nrm.ed  Rockwell  City.     Tne  town  was  laid  out  on  land  belon^in^  to 
Colonel  J.  M,  Rockwell  and  named  in  his  honor.  3/     'Three  railroad  lines  pass 
through  it  and  the  State  Reformatory  for  Women  was  established  here  in  1918, 
It  is  aptly  called  the  "Golden  Buckle  on  the  Corn  Belt",  because  it  is  in  the 
center  of  the  Iowa  corn  region,  4/ 

The  tovm  of  Pomeroy  in  the  north  central  part  of  the  county  v/as  the  scene 
of  one  of  the  m.ost  devastating  tornadoes  that  ever  occurred  in  the  State. 
This  storm  came  July  6,  1893,  killing  49  persons  and  seriously  wounding  a 
great  number  more.     The  property  damage  was  terrific;  almost  the  entire  toxm 
was  vdped  out.     Governor  Boise  issued  an  appe'^1  for  aid  and  the  response  v/as 
immediate  nnd  adequate;   in  addition  to  large  amiOionts  of  clothing,  provisions 
and  lumber,  nearly  3)70,000  in  money  was  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the 
sufferers,  5/ 

Calhoun  County  is  noted  for  its  great  productivity — all  kinds  of ■ farm 
crops  are  grown  with  hi^ih  averages;  corn  is  especially  noted.     The  average  of 
this  crop  in  1938  was  59  bushels  per  a,cre.

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Area 

C'^ltLoim  County  has  an  ^.rea  of  568  square  miles  6/,  or  363,5<i0  acres.  Of 
this  numter,  355,  432  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands  7/     There  are  16  civil 
tovTnshi'os  in  the  county  which  correspond  to  the  same  number  of  Congressional 
tomshipsj     However,   the  northern  tier  of  townships  is  set  off  to  the  v/Gst  a 
little  over  2  miles  because  of  the  correction  line  on  the  northern  boun.dcary 
of  tovmship  88.,     It  ranks  thirty-fifth  in  the  State  in  point  of  size,   sharing  ' 
this  place  with  Mahaska  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Calhoun  County  are  grouped  into  3  classes  a.ccording  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land.  The 
drift  soils  cover  93.5  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  .'/ebster 
silty  clay  loam — 39.1  percent,  V/ebster  loam — 18.0  percent,   Clarion  loamis — 36.1 
percent,  Pierce  loam^ — n,2  percent,  and  Dicicinson  fine  sandy  l^-^om — 0,1  ;oercent. 
The  terrace  soils  cover  2.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Sioux 
loams-- 1«3  percent,  O'Neill  lo-'-m — 0.2  percent,  Benoit  loam^— 0.2  i^ercent,  Wauke- 
sha loam — '0,2  percent,  and  Pargo  clay — 0,1  percent  „     The  swamp  and  bottom.-land 
soils  cover  4,5  percent  of  the  total  area  of  the  county  nnd  are  divided  into 
Lamoure  silty  clay  loam — 1.7  j^orcent,  muck — 1.2  percent,  Wabash  loams — 1,4 
percent,  and  Cass  fine  sandy  loam — 0,2  percent.  8/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Calhoun  County  is  a  rather  level  pl^dn  with  little  slope 
and  rather  poor  drainage.     The  predominnnt  features  are  broad  uneven  ridges 
and  low  knolls,  miost  of  which  do  not  rise  more  than  30  feet  above  the  inter- 
vening depressions.     These  sunken  areas  range  from  mere  sags,  a  fev/  acres  in 
extent,   to  wide,  ill-defined  flats  v/hich  grade  into  the  surrounding  slopes  or 
connect  v/ith  some  of  the  waterways.     In  the  southwestern  townships  there  is  a 
somewhat  larger  proportion  of  rolling  and  almost  hilly  land,  nearly  all  of 
Vi'hich  is  along    the  streams.     The  valley  of  the  Fuaccoon  Hiver,  which  is  from 
one  to  tv/o  miles  wide,   cuts  off  about  twelve  square  miles  of  the  southwestern 
corner  of  the  county.     The  flood  plain  of  the  river  is  about  one-fourth  of 
mile  wide  in  most  places,  but  the  terrace  lands  extend  back  m.uch  further  to 
the  upland  slopes,  which  rise  to  an  elevation  of  40  to  50  feet. 

The  surface  of  the  county  slopes  to  the  southwest  and  nstur'^'l  drainage  is 
very  poorly  developed.     Formerly  the  surface  run-off  and  the  seepage  from,  the 
hillsides  collected  in  depressions  where  the  water  stood  for  long  periods. 
About  two-thirds  of  the  smaller  creeks  are  now  artificially  enlarged  ditches 
from  5  to  15  feet  deep.  9/

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Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  34  years  (1896-1930)  was  47.3  de-reos,  ^he 
average  ."orecipi tation  for  53  years  (1877-1930)  in  this  county  u'as°31.28  inches, 
and  -Che  -rowing  season  averaged  153  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
May  6  and  October  6,  recorded  over  a  period  of  32  years.  10/ 

Population 

The  population  of  this  county  has  had  a  steady  and  healthy  growth,  -oarticu- 
larly  since  the  advent  of  the  first  railroad.     In  1930,   the  population  density 
was  51  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  ^4,  The 
follo^^ing  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-ycar  intervals:

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  of  Calhoun  County  totaled  5,332,  or  about  39  percent  of  che 
entire  number  of  inhabitants.     Of  this  amount,   the  Germans  had  the  extrem.ely 
lar^e  average  of  48  percent,  the  Swedes,  Irish  and  English  averaged  14  per- 
cent, 8  percent  and  7  percent,  respectively.     Other  nationalities  had  very 
sm^all  representations.  16/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  16  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty—12  elevators,  2  creameries,  1  livestock  enterprise  and  1  petroleum  plajit. 

The  13  concerns  which  reported  had  2,313  members,  of  which  1,893  were 
active,  pnd  3,762  persons  patronized  them  during  the  year.     The  selling  co- 
operatives had  a  business  volum.e  of  $1,^92,400  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives 
transacted  S2ll,763  worth  of  business.

Truit 

The  best  year  in  the  prodiiction  of  apples  was  1909,  when  33,54.-6  trees 
produced  -■.-9,068  bushels.  Peaches  have  never  been  of  any  consequence.  The 
record  year  for  plums  was  in  1894,  when  7,331  trees  yielded  l,3<d3  bushels. 
The  l?.ri£;e3t  yields  of  cherries  and  grajDes  occurred  in  1934.  In  that  year, 
2,-x07  cherry  trees  bore  746  bushels,  and  6,149  vines  produced  33,'^i-4-2  pounds 
of  ^r ape  Go  1_8/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdo\m  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)   all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  huskedc     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bu-hels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  sunnations  of  indiviaaal  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  huskod  would  have  produced,  the  same  yield  as  tha^t 
actu.-^ll^r  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estim.ations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  be— 
co-uso  it  wa.s  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acre- 
ages for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  o.  diiferent 
and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  wa.s  then  multiplied  by  the 
acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  rej:)orted  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  tovmship 
yields  for  these  two  ye-^.rs,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shov.n  b.;^'  tovmship  with  this  yield,   =^nd  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  b.y  the  acre- 
age shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure*     Tlie  county 
Gumrna.ry  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legi'oimately 
be  multi\3lied  by  the  acreages  shov/n  there  to  arrive  '^t  total  productions  for 
the  co"unty. 

In  rtll  other  ye^^rs  actual  township  productions  m.ay  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields 
are,  therefore;   conGi3tent  in  a.ll  years  except  1934  and  1936.
